A REMARKABLE MAN 


Jean Baptiste Baudreau dit Graveline, the third child of Urbain Baudreau 
dit Graveline and Mathurine Juillet, was baptized on 18 May 1671 in Montreal, 
Canada. His godparents were Charles Juillet, as proxy for Mr. Jean Baptiste 
LeGardeur, Ecuyer St. D’Arpentigny, and Dame Widow Louise Bisso, wife of the 
nobleman, Seraphim de la Talhvu, Lieutenant of the Company of Mr. Du Gu.l 


Jean Baptiste apparently inherited the spirit of adventure from his 
father, Urbain, and his maternal grandfather, Blaise Juillet. As a young 
man, he courageously risked his life many times ". . . for the service of 
his Majesty, first in the expeditions in which he took part in Canada against 
the Iroquois, where he always distinguished himself, as well as in the jour 
neys that were made there by sea to take Hudson's Bay and ravage the coasts 
of Newfoundland...." 


In 1699 Jean Baptiste was one of sixty Canadians who sailed from New 
Foundland to Rochefort, France with Serigny. By orders of Pontchartrain, 
the hardy Canadians awaited the return of Pierre Le Moyne d'Iberville. If 
Iberville's expedition were successful, the men would be ready for Iberville's 
second voyage to the new French colony of Louisiana. It did succeed, and they 
embarked on the LA RENOMMEE from La Rochelle in October 1699, reaching Fort 
Maurepas on 8 January 1700. 


Jean Baptiste remained at Fort Maurepas until the capital was moved in 
1702 to a site on the Mobile River, where he then lived at Fort Louis for a 
time. 


Jean Baptiste was the father of two children, their mother being an 
Indian woman, The parentage of a girl, Magdeleine, and a boy, Jean Baptiste 
II, is documented, although the exact years of their births have yet to be 
determined. It is not a proven fact that they had the same mother, but very 
likely. 


Exciting ventures filled the next decade of Jean Baptiste Haudreau dit 
Graveline's life. In a letter to Maurepas in 1748, Governor Vaudreuil wrote 
of Graveline, he ".... came here for the settlement of this colony, at which 


On one of his trips to France, Graveline married Suzanne.4 In October 
1713, Suzanne died while they were living on Dauphin Island,

Even though Graveline used strong words in his will about Jean Baptiste II, 
for his son to come to such a tragic end mst have bean to him one of the 
saddest days in his long life. 


Alas, Jéan Baptiste Baudreau dit Graveline died about 1762, most likely 
on his Pascagoula River plantation, What a wonderful heritage he has be~ . 
queathed to his descendants. A remarkable man indeed! 
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Jean Baptiste Baudreau dit Graveline was the grandfather of Catherine 
Louise Baudreau who married Joseph Bouzage. : 
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and as elected guardian of Paul, sixteen years old, and Magdelaine, aged twelve, and Jean, aged eight, 
the minor children of the deceased Urbain Baudreau dit Graveline and Mathurine Juillet, his wife, an 
inventory was made. This is also done for Marie Baudreau, his wife, in the presence of Jacques Richard, 
brother-in-law, as guardian of said minors by act of guardianship, made before Monsieur, Maitre Jacques 
Alexander D'Eschambault (Ecuyer), advisor of the King and Son, proxy at the seat of the Royal 
jurisdiction of the Isle of Montreal. He holds the seat in the absence of Monsieur, the Lt. General of the 
said jurisdiction. Itwas received March 11, 1698, and signed by Adhemar, Notary of the said jurisdiction. 
The said minors lived together with Gabriel Baudreau. The said Marie Baudreau, wife of Gabois, Jean 
Baptiste, Elizabeth Baudreau, wife of the said Richard, and Marie Anne Baudreau, wife of said Guillaume 
Baudouin, also live there. This is to support the heirs of the said deceased Urbain Baudreau, their. ‘father. 
As to the request of Mathurine Juillet, mother of the said minors, this also takes care of Gabriel Baudreau 
and Jean Baptiste Baudreau, his brother; and with the request of said Guillaume Baudouin, Marie Anne 
Baudreau, his wife, is also taken care of The preservation of goods and rights of the parties are 
maintained, as well as all others who are children. It was signed by Ardoine Adhemar, Royal Notary of 
the jurisdiction on the Island of Montreal, living at Ville Marie. Itwas witnessed and signed. An inventory 
ofall goods, furniture, titles, papers left after the death of the said deceased Urbain Baudreau was made. 
These were jointly owned between him and the said widow on the day of his death, 29 of January 1695. 
These were found in the house of Jacques Richard situated in this city on Jacques St., where the said widow 
stated having brought them there. The Notary was shown these and under oath was told where they were 
with none of them hidden. This was done under a penalty. The Notary made it clear that everything shown 
him would be appraised by Peter Cabazie, Royal Sheriff of the said jurisdiction of the Island of Montreal. 
They would be appratised in conscience as regards costs at the present time. All of the reservations of the 
said parties and their understanding of their rights and claims took place in the presence of Guillaume 
Barette and Pierre Bieut, witnesses living in the said Ville Marie. These presents are signed by the said 
Gadbois, Gabriel Baudreau and the Notary. The others including the said Richard, the widow Juillet and 
Baudoin have stated that they do not know how to write to sign. The paper was read as required by law.

Jean Baptiste “Graveline” Baudreau’*, like his maternal grandfather, Blaise Juillet*, was no stranger to adversity. Blaise 
had been killed fighting the Iroquois in Montreal, Canada on October 10, 1716. Graveline* and his associates had departed 
Mobile on a business venture. In Texas they were attacked by sixty Indians who took thirty three of their mules along with the 
belongings of the men, and a Spanish Mulatress. Graveline* eventually arrived back in Mobile on 25 October 1717. The 
following commentary expresses eloquently, the high esteem to which Graveline* was held by his peers and those he served.

A will was written by Jean Baptiste Baudreau dit Graveline in 1750. Eighty years of age at the time, 

Graveline's tiredness reveals itself, as well as many emotions which can be noted in the words of this good 

old man. There was despair in his heart regarding his only son, whom he had done so much for over the 

years. There was also anger with a tinge of bitterness. In past years Graveline had been very 

compassionate towards his son, aiding him financially, and pleading his cause whenever he was in trouble.” 


Following below is Graveline*’s Last Will and Testament which appeared in M. L. Adkinson’s Bouzage Bosarge Family.

(Translation of will has been copied exactly as found in the Archives.) This sixteenth day of September one 
thousand seven hundred and fifty Before the Royal notary of the Province of Louisiana dwelling in New 
Orleans and in presence of the undersigned witnesses personally appeared John Baptist Baudreaux of 
Graveline generally residing at a place called “la Bellefontaine” at old Beloxy, who has declared & Said 
that he is come here expressly to arrange & finally adjust his affairs temporal as well spiritual, having 
appear ‘d to us this day in good health & enjoying sound mind & memory being nine O'Clock in the morning 
& he was of a very advanced age, that fearing to be overtaken by death in (xxx paper worn out) remote from 
all assistance he wou'd wish to put in order a sufficient portion of his wor ‘dly affairs whilst he is of. sound 
mind, he has said & declared to us that he is born in Montreal in Canada & that he is in this Colony since 

the year one thousand Seven hundred, that he came to this Colony with Mr. Biberville & that he believes 
that out of a hundred who came with him he is the only living person; that having had carnal 
communication with a Squaw of the Indian Nation (a daughter ofa great Chief) he had a son who is about 
thirty of age at this present time which compelled him under this consideration to marry the Said Squaw (or 
Indian Woman) in presence of our Mother the Roman Catholic & Apostolic holy Church as acting the part 

ofa true Christian with the intention of doing a good part to his Son (paper worn) named John Baudreaux, 

but that the severe language & bad conduct which his Son has this day shewn to him, he is under the 

necessity of disinheriting him, having even attempted his life many times by putting his fist upon his throat, 

threating to kill him, & other menaces calling him an old Buggar & only seeking daily his destruction éall 
his aim tending to his total ruin as he has done to the present time, having render'd him considerable injury, 

being vex'd to see him yet on this earth to be able to enjoy & consume the little property which remains out 
of the unfortunate wreck which he has prevented him consuming, that as he has a God-Son named John 

Baptist Brasillier Son of... . . Bayou of St. John to him he has infinite obligations, assisting him in all his 

necessities, & aiding him in everything, without whom he wou ‘dundergo amiserable death, having no other 
means than to stay with him as his unfortunate Son never comes to his house but to pillage him & threaten 

his life which compels him this day (not wishing to place his unfortunate Son in the hands of Justice as he 

cou'd do) to abjure him as his Son-he wishes & desires that the said Brazillier Junior, his God-Son be & 

remain his general Legatee & enjoy generally all his property that he may have either in this Colony 

or elsewhere without (for sufficient reasons) the said John Beaudreaux interfering in any manner whatever, 

looking upon him as a miserable wretch who does not deserve all the property that he has made for him 

since he came into the world no more than his wife who has ill treated him & does daily misuse when she 

has an opportunity of doing it-both of them are unnatural & without any Sentiment of Christianity-breaking 

&annulling by the present all other Wills or Codicils that he may have before made, wishing & desiring that 

the present only remain in force notwithstanding the want of formality which might be requir'd in regard 
to the disinheritance of the said John Beaudreaux wishing for this reason that the present be in the place 

ofa declaration in justice . . . . to the repugnance he feels in letting his said Son perish though unworthy of 
being such, leaving moreover to God the Father Almighty to punish him according to his merits of Divine 

Providence does not....- his conscience beseeching the Lord to be pleased to convert him without which 

he will despair of his coming to a good end, That as he has before made some Gifis in writing, he declares 

them mull, & void, that it was piece of weakness on his part to sign deeds of gifts,& he desires that the 

present instrument only remain to be executed according to its form & tenor, not regarding from henceforth 
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the said John Baudreaux no more than his Wife & their children but as a degenerate race, having never ff 


¢ merited any of the attentions which he paid to them, whose names up to the present day only tended to his 
total ruin by the frequent pillage they made of him, & with which they never profited, occasioned by their 
great dissipation & espec ially Beaudreaux’s who is confirmed in every vice &all Sorts of Debauchery as 
he is well known unfortunately for him by the whole Colony, begging besides of his General Legatte-in 
whose favor he bequeaths his property as his decease, & to pray to God for the respose of his Soul, which 
he leaves to his prudence & generosity whilst he knows his goodness which is all he has said & repeated 
after several amendments without wishing to increase or diminish anything, it being his Last Will & 
Testament which has been read to him in presence of Augustin Chantation Clerk of Lenorman, huissier 
audianier witnesses here dwelling & which he has read to them having well understood it & that itis his last 
will without making any alteration in it & has sign’d it as well as Beaudreaux. Chanlason Lenorment & the 
undersigned notary Renner Notary.
